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PREFACE. 
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The miscellaneous form in which questions on Geography are usually 
presented to the learner, renders the study of that science very much more 
difficult than would be the case with a proper classification of the objects 
of study ; and the committing to memory of the various lengths of rivers, 
heights of mountains, populations of cities and the like, is as useless in 
results as it is toilsome and discouraging to the student. 

To obviate both these evils, I have prepared these exercises, in which 
the various objects of geographical science are arranged according to some 
circumstance of relation of which it is desirable to have at least a general 
knowledge. Thus, the rivers are arranged in the order of their length, the 
mountains in the order of their height, the countries in the order of their 
extent, the capes in the order of their latitude, &c. It is not intended that 
the pupil should commit any of these to memory. All that is demanded 
of him is to tell where the mountain, lake, river, or city is to be found ; 
but while doing so, be creates an association of the name and the number 
without any effort on his part. He at least learns aboui how large a lake 
is, and about how many inhabitants in a city, as well as the comparative 
size of these various places ; and this is all that is usually desirable. The 
arrangement of the various tables is such as to afford the pupil some clue 
to the locality sought for, that his patience may not be too greatly taxed 
by searching for a place where it is not to be found, nor his own efforts 
rendered unnecessary by the pernicious practice of having the initial and 
terminal lettters given. 

These exercises are printed solely for my own use, and are not published. 

It is nevertheless necessary to say, that, if any errors are found in the 

tables, they are, in most cases at least, the result of the variance of 

authorities, or the very unsatisfactory nature of the information to be 

gained from them.
